II. Claims 5-9 are said to be drawn to a transdermal drug delivery device for delivering 
a pharmaceutically active agent, classified in Class 424, subclass 449; 

III. Claims 15-16 are said to be drawn to a transdermal drug delivery device, classified 
in Class 424, subclass 449; 

IV. Claims 17-18 are said to be drawn to a method of drug delivery to a mammal, 
classified in Class 424, subclass 449; 

V. Claims 19-20 are said to be drawn to a method of drug delivery to a mammal, 
classified in Class 424, subclass 449; 
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Election 

In response, Applicants elect Group I (viz. Claims 1-4 and 10-14), without traverse. 
Conclusion 

Applicants have elected Group I. Continued prosecution of this application is respectfully 
requested.

In response to the Examiner's office action dated December 31, 2007, Applicants 
provisionally elect the species indium tin oxide recited as a species in claim 12.
